ed two daily newspapers, one morn­ 
ing. titled “The Morning Report,” 
one afternoon, with several editions 
every day titled "Printed Inform a­ 
tion." for police officers only. 
Y ithin a abort period of a major 
crime being committed, a special 
edition is printed and speeded to all 
lice forces. 
It contains every­ 
thing pertaining to the crime, with 
a photograph, lf possible, of the 
ispect. 
These special editions have been 
responsible for many a sm art cap­ 
ture. 
Every zealous police officer 
peruses them, and a few hours after 
a crime is circulated from a police 
station regarding a wanted criminal, j 
wa may ba flashed through from 
a distant atation that ha has bean 
arrested. 
If the suspect la to be hunted, 
money is required. 
The door of a 
big iron safe In the central office of j 
Scotland Yard opens, and as large a 
sum is handed over to the detective 
for emergency use as he may re- 
quire—with more added as a further j 
precaution.
